GENERAL COURTS-MARTIAL CASES. 


‘ IN a recent case of a soldier tried at Fort Custer for ab- 
sence from inspection, disobedience of orders, etc., the re- 
viewing authority, General ane Merritt, says: The 
accused having pleaded guilty to all but the last charge and 
its specification, it became the duty of the Judge advocate 
to produce diligeatly the available testimony to support 
this charge, the gravest of those upon which the prisover 
was being tried. One witness, Lieutenant Lindsley, 6th 
Cavairy, was introduced and asked a total of five questions, 
including the usual preliminary questions. There was no 
examination by the court and no cross-examination. Lieu- 
tenant Lindsley was afterwards recalled and asked one 
Question by the accused. No other evidence of any kind 
Was introduced ana the court properly acquitted the ac- 
cused on this charge. It may be thata careful and vigor- 
ous prosecution would have failed to bring out evidence 
sufficient to convict; on the other hand, one as lax as the 
record shows this to have been could only result in failures 
DO matter how abundant the available but unproduced 
proofs might be. Tne conviction of the reviewing author- 
ity that the prosecution in this case was marked by indif- 
ference, is reinforced by the fact that in four other in- 
stances records have been returned to this court for correc- 
tions because of carelessness in their preparation,

PAY OF NON-OOMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 


Modern advances in the art and science of war require a 
mucb bigber educatinn, oot only of officers, but of all ranks 
inthe Army. It is now beooming impracticable to retain 
in the service men of the character and intelligence re- 
quired for efficieat non-commissioned officers. Such men 
cso obtaio much higher remuneration in civil pursuits. 
While comparatively short service of private soldiers is not 
seriously i: jurious, comparatively long service of von 
com wissioned office's 1s essential to the discipline and effi 
ciency of an army, little less so than in the case of com 
missinned officers. therefore respectfully urge # 
considerable increase in tbe pay of all non-commissioned 
cflicers of the line of the Army. 


INDIAN SOLDIERS, 

The results thus far obtained by the enlistment of a few 
Tadian troops and companies into the regular regiments 
are entirely satisfactory. Tbe young Iadians become obe- 
dieot, subordivate and contented soldiers, instead of a rest- 
less end dangerous element among their tribes.

THE RECRUITING SERVICE. 

The recruiting service bas greatly improved in recent 
yeurs, uoder the constant care of the Adjutant General of 
the Army, Brig. Genera! J.C. Kelton, now retired, and the 
efficient management of C lone! Elwell.8. Otis, Superintend- 
ent of the recruiting service. 


The Medical Department has rendered valuable aid in the 
detection and rejection of uawortby or undesirable re- 
croits, such as bave heretofore furnished the largest pro- 
portion of desertions trom the Army. Other beneficent 
measures, faciuding recent legislation, have also combined 
to produce a greater degree of contentment in the Army 
than before existed, and hence to diminigsn the percentage 
ot deser: ions, 

THE STAFF AAD THE LINS OF THE ARMY, 

For msvy years the barmouy of the War Department 
wus disturbed ond the efficiency of the military service im- 
paired by confi ct of assumed suthority between the Stef! 
DL: portments aod the commanding officers of the Army. 
But wiser theories of adminis ration, and mera moderste 
views of the guthority of suborcinates bave been grad. 
ually established until the ricbt to exercise independent au- 
thority within the commend or sdwinistrative sphere of a 
superior is now rarely claimed, and all departments of the 
militery service generaliv work io harmony and due subor- 
dioation to carry into ¢ffect the requirements of law, and 
the orders of the President and Secretary of War. 

I take pleasure in scknowledging my indaebtedners to 
the Staff Departmeuts of the Army for their cordial assis- 
tence, aod in recording my testimony to the fatibful and 
«ficient discharge of their duties. The troops of the line 
bave, during the past year as alwavs theretofore, merited 
the commendation of the Commanding General, 





Maj. Gen. O. O. Howard, commanding the De- 
partment of the East, in hie annual report speaks 
higbly of the excellence of the National Guard and 
thicks it of the utmost importance that the Nationa! 
Guard sbould bave the same arms and use the same 
ammunition as the Regular Army. 

He reviews the operations of the militia at Home- 
stead, Buffalo and Coal Creek, and says: “In every 
case duriag the disturbances the National Guard 
responded with promptitude and bore themselycs 
in asoldi+sly manner,” 

Heis irgeoton the subject of coast defence, and 
advocates the establishment of an artillery reserve 
wade up of intelligent men. 

On the subj-ct of the Post Exchange he is emphba- 
tie, and says: 

The post exchange in the denartment presents the ap- 
pearance of a smal! country store or refreshm«nt room in 
ail the premises except 10 the room where beer is served 
When ove enters tbis he is immediately met wi'b dis-gree- 
able odors. Tbe impression is irresistible that bere b er is 
easily aod cheaply procured, °o that it is constantly fr rsed 
upoo tbe attention of the enlisted men. He is, indeed, al- 
ways temoted to indulge in its use. Commanding «fficers 
have geoerally ag with me that it would be well to 
abolish the sale of this beer entirely and to substitute for it 
other beverages. There seems, as I have before reported, a 
great «bj ction to havingasildierin the uniform of the 
Uoited § ates behind a counter dealing out beer like a bar- 
ker per in a common resort, 

Toe commandicg otticers without exception obj ct to 
this, If tnere wust be a barkeever in the service they 
should be bired f-r that purpose, Just now under the pres 
evt system so'diers appear to be uaore generaliy led to drink 
and tothe « ffeoces that go with drinking under the old 
sutler and post trader systems. 

Iam str-ngly convinced by the actual experiment that 
while a few arunkar’s are m derated in their ¢ ffi ction bs 
stroog beer tbe remaioing soldic-ra who fall under temopta- 
tion are worse ¢ ff, and that military offences are rather in- 
creased in number and aggravation. 

Gen. Howard praises the new lyceum feature, and 
for post schools for enlisted men advocates oral in- 
struction aod lectures by officers and the formation 
of clavses ip epecial subj-cts when desired by a suf- 
ficient number of the wen. 

Progr: s: in the instruction of troops is regarde as 
eatistactory. Toe reports from the artillery targer 
practice show improved recordsand reduced ‘‘mean 
———— New artillery material is eupplied, but 
slowly. 

Tbe pew drill regulations bave been recsived with 
general commendation, and practice marches have 
oewonstrated excelleot resulis and the interest 
taken in them by both cfficers and men. 





Brig -Gen. Frank Wheaton, in bis first annual re- 
port x® commanding general, Dept. cf Texa-, says 
tbe *‘ Garza” troubles may be considered ended, 
though the frequent reports of the assem bling o:

R fl> practice bas been carried on with satisfact- 
ory results, the scores of this year being superior to 
tbore of last year. Many of the papers prepared and 
read by officers at post lyceuns are of special inter- 
estand real value,and conles,in the opinion of 
Gen. Wheaton, should be filed at regimental head- 
quarters with their author's record, in order that 
proper credit may be awarded to deserving authors. 

Gen. Wheaton reports a steady decrease in the 
oumber of trials by general court-martial and in 
the number of desertions. As further remedial 
mensures for the latter abuss Gen. Wheaton sug- 
gests that the soldier be given greater opportunities 
of promotion. and in thi» connection sugrer's that 
the pay of 1+t sergeants be increased to $10 per 
month.

Gen, Wheaton, however, considera thatthe Army 
still lacks the proper development of its physical 
condition, and he suggestaas bis most important 
recommendation tothe commanding general that 
immediate s‘eps be taken to provide every poet in 
the —7 witha gymnasium and pbhys.cal training 
ground.

Gen. Merritt calls attention to the necessity for 
greater care in the purchase of borees for the cav- 
alry arm. Heruggests that it wou!d be well for the 
Government to purcbase colts or yearlipgsand have 
them carefully handled until old enough for ser- 
vice, 

‘be troops in the department mey be sald to be in 
an excellent state of discipline, and well iastracted. 
There is much compleint, however, among ‘ize of- 
fisers because of a lack of good material for non- 
commissioned officers. Muny of the best mea leave 
the Army after a short service under recent regula- 
tions. This condition, Gan. Merritt sayr, suggests & 
means of keeping good men hy giving them more 
pay as non-commissioned officers. The results of . 
the rifls competitions are most satlafactory and 
sprak well for the zeal and attention of the officers 
and men iu thie most important practice ina sold- 
ier’s education. Good results have ensued from the 
year’s experience with the officers’ lyceums, 


Brig..Ger. John R. Brooke, commanding the 
Dept. of the Platte, in bisannual report for 1892 
apesks bopefu'ly of the euccess of the experiment of 
wakirg soldiers of [nd'ians. The effort to recculta 
company of Ladiana forthe 7b fof, in Oslaboma 
end A’iz»na wae not sucerssful, but enlistmente for 
Co. I, 2tst lnf., are pregressing favorably, 57 men 
having been secured. 

Practice marches were held last autumn at vari- 
ous posta with benefivial effect. 

Gen. Brooke makes the following recommenda-

The report of the inspection of posts so far as 
completed shows a general improvement over that 
of the previous year. Gen. Brooke deems it too 
early in the life of the lyceum to make any recom- 
mendation, but he saysthat the reports of post 
commanders show the general purpose of the 
establishment of the lyceum to have been well 
inaugurated,

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

The general order requiring all officers to provide 
themselves with the new style of undress coat by 
January 7th, bas caused considerable dissatisfaction 
among Officers of the line generally, and particu- 
larly among the recent graduates, some of whom 
have just joined. with two new blouses of the pres- 
ent style. Considering the heavy expense of their 
first outfit, this apparently unnecessary drain on 
their resources seems a little rough. If we ure cor- 
rectly informed, the officers of the line are well 
satisfied with the present style of blouse. The 
staff seem to have been the agitators for something 
new. While we do not take the radical view of the 
new style blouse expressed in the latter part of the 
communication signed “Cavalry” in your issue of 
October 1. we agree with it in the main.

Tue. following rules, and-accompanyiog memorandum 
designed to meet the requirements of the act of Congress, 
approved July 28..1892, evtitied “ An aot to provide for the 
examination ot Officers of the Masive Corpa, and to 
regulate promotion therein,” are bereby published for the 
informetion and guidance of all coneerned : 

I. At such times anterior to promotion as may be deemed 
best for the interest of the service, officers of the line of the 
Merine Corps below tae rank of major and assistant quar- 
termasters, shail be examined by a Board, convened by the 
Navy Department, consisting of five members (three of 
whom sbail be selected from the Marine Corps and two 
from the Medical Corps of the Navy) and a recorder. When 
not practieable to detail Marine officers as members of such 
examining boards, officers of the line of the Navy sbail be 
80 detailed. Members of the Board who are officers of the 
Marine Corps, shall be senior io rank to officer to be 
examined. Tne duties of the medical officers will be con- 
fined to the physical and mental examination of candidates. 

The Board wil! be organized anew io each case, as follows, 
viz.: Toe president will swear the recorder to the faithful 
performance of his duty. The recorder will then swear the 
members of the Board faithfully and impartially to exam- 
ine and report upon the candidate for promotion. A copy 
of the precept convening the Board and of every order or 
notice adireased by the Department to the Board or to the 
candidate, and of every record or writing used as evidence, 
must be certified by the recorder and attached to the re- 
cord of the proceedings in the case, which must show, as 
fully aa may be practicable, everything that assists the 
Board in forming its opinion. 

II. Examioation sball be made under the following heads; 

1. Puysical qualifications, 

2. Character and professional efficiency. 

11I. The medica! members of the Board will each person- 
ally examine the candidate as to bis physical condition and 
also bis medical record, as furnished by the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery, Navy Department, and shall certif, 
to the Board that such examinations have been made a 
that the candidate is (or is not) physically qualified for the 
efficient performance of all the duties of the next higher 
grade in the Marine Corps.

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A QUESTION OF MARTIAL LAW. 


Caprarn JoHN GreEn Batuance, U. 8. A., of i 
Twenty-secon? Iafantry, bas won a notable ley 
victory before the District Court of Idaho, Jud 
Hollerman. Captain Ballance, it will be remen 
bered, was assigned to special duty in the office, 
the Jadge Advocate General in Idaho to assist hi 
30 a case involving the question of the power of th 
State military authorities to exe-cise martial law; 
removing and appointiog a sheriff. Col. Ourtis, wh 
is in command at Wallace, Iiaho, and has char 
of the administration of martial law, removed tt 
sheriff (Canniogham) of the County, and appointe 
Dr. Sims sheriff. Toe laws of Idaho require t 
sheriff to be present at the drawing of the grar 
jary. Oounsel for the prisoners arrested for pay 
ticipatipg in the recent riots offered a challenge | 
the array of the grand jary because it bad not bee 
drawn in the presence of the sheriff, as required } 
law. 

It was argued that Sheriff Sims, who claimed hj 
appointment by virtue of the State military autho 
ities exercising martial law, was not the sheriff, 
the county, because: 13st, martial law did not exi 
and had not existed ia the county, and the parti 
presuming to exercise powers by virtue of it, w 
mere usurpers; 2J. There was no power given 
tbe governor to declare martial law either in the oon 
stitution or laws of Iiaho; 38d. If such power w 
granted by either the constitution or laws of Idahs 
it was contrary to the constitution of the Unite 
States, as the power to declare martial law coul 
only be exercised by a separate independent nation 
4th. If the governor had the constitutional right 
declare martial law he had not done so, and it w 
an authority be could not and had not delegated 
5th. Even if he had properly declared martial lav, 
he had not the power under it to remove the sber! 
of the counry of his civil function, although b 
might perhaps remove him from the performin 
of criminal functions; 6:n. Martial law ouly h 
effect when the courts of an invaded or conquers 
country are not in existence or when their fu. 
‘ions are suspended, and has no plice in one’s o 
country where the courts are in fall force as exist 
here in this county; 7th. Even if the goveruo 
hid the authority to remove the sheriff and ap 1010 
another, he had not done so, but it had been a 
tempted to be done by a subordinate, to whom th 
authority had not been and could not be dele 
gated. 

After an able argument by Captain Ballance, tr 
versing these several po-itions, the O>urt decided 
each and every point in bis favor. The case 180 
general interest, as the subj-ct of martial law, tb 
powers thereunder and the duties of the milita 
has been under discussion a great deal this yearan 
will undoubtedly be greatly discussed in fat 
years, owing to str k2s, ete.

From one post a correspondent writes: “I know 
that almost all the officers here object to the braid

permitting the belt to be worn under the tlouse. 1 
know of none who do not like this feature. Officers 
bere would be very well satisfied with present 
blouse with that modification.” 

From another post baviog a large number of offi- 
cers we are told that the concensus of opinion there 
is that the new style is an improvement over the 
old, and would be unobjactionable were the three- 
eightbe inch braid on the breast and back omitted, 
substituting for the latter a single row of the braid 
used in trimming the edges; in addition to these 
alterations the braid would be in better proportion 
if made 1X inches wide. This would make- the 
blouse of a desigo similar to that now worn by the 
cadets of the Military Academy, which is @ very 
neat and serviceable coat, and has been commended 
by everyone. It is also believed that a blouse of 
this description would cost no more than one of the 
former pattern.”’

AbDother correspondent calls attention to the 
statement of one of the best military tailors thatthe 
braided blouse will cost but $5 more than the old 
coat, and witb the rank indicated simply by the in 
eigaia on the collar the increas will be trifling. The 
fcrage cap displeys the corps of regimental badge. 
A plainer b ouse could be provided for roug ber ser 
vice, to be used at the dissretion of the command- 
ing «fiver. A very great reduction could be made 
in the cost of an officer’s outfit by returaing to the 
custom of baving but one coatfor dress and uno- 
dress. “Thenew blouse,if more bandsomely but 
not more expebsively ornamented with +quare braid 
op tbe breas', and cut to fit the fizureclosely but not 
too tightly,and worn with theshoulder knoot for 
full dress and without it for many wndress occasions, 
would present a bandsomer appearauce than the 
genteel and tasteful coat worn by most French of- 
fivers. Tbe dress belt, worn beneath the coat, would 
bave slings, only, cevered with gold lace. Tne coat 
ocllar displaying the insignia of rank, only the corps 
badge or regimental number need be on the 
shoulder kouot. No shoulder straps. Tae ‘dog 
eared’ Jinen collar should not be allowed. The 
straight collar ikethat worn by tbe men should 
alone be used.” 

Other «ffivers express themselves “in favor of 

the new blouse bec auee it puts belt under coat and 
because it may lead to the abolition of our ridicu- 
lous dress coat."’ A blouse without frogs is suggested 
for undress aod and with gold frogs for full drees 
At a post where eleven out of twelve flicers are 
opposed to the blouse ‘all acknowledge tbat a 
blouse somewhat similar in maoy respects would be 
well, but vot the blouse as the new order requires 
it. Itmay bea handsome garment, but we wear i: 
all the time, and with a sword on practically from 
seven to twelve, the braids would not stand the rub- 
bing of the eword bilt.”” We present these opinions 
and sball follow them with others as they come to 
us. Io aidition we would refer to what is suid on 
this subject by our correspondents elsewhere io this 
Psper. Weitcc ude in our estimate of those favor- 
ing the change only thore who express a poritive 
opinion to that eff-ct, showing the qualificd opia- 
ions in the expressions quoted here. 


Tue New York Geruld ssys: “Itis to be hoped 
that when the intervational paval review takes 
place in this harbor next epriog better proviri no 
for keeping the river clear wiil be made than was 
shown last Tuesday. If the police can stop all traf- 
ficin our most important thoroughfares duriog a 
parade on shcre they ought to be vested witb simi- 
lar authority aad provided with equal powers on 
the water. By buoying the river aod Hning bh: avily 
any craft that ventured inside the buoy lines a clear 
passageway could be kept for the men-of-war, 
and the general effect would be visible to a much 
greater pumber of onlookers. [f the buoying feature 
should he too expensive some other pian vould be 
devised for giving the war-ebips av unobstructed 
line up and down thberiver. Tuéaday’s review bas 
proven the foliy of expecting mercbant steamers to 
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be regarded as spectators only, but sbould be kept 
wholly outside of the space allotted to the men-of- 
war.”

THE London correspondent of the New York 
Times pictures a ead estate of affairs in the British 
Navy. He says: “The grievances of the British 
naval officer are very real. The Admiralty is among 
the public services of this country the last refuge of 
vepotism. Not merely promotion, but even em- 
ployment in the navy, goes like kiesing, purely by 
favor. It ie, 1 understand, still, the proud privilege 
of au officer second in command of a Queen’s ship 
to maintain in good condition and repair at bis own 
charges all the paint, ornamental brasswork, and 
minor fitiiogs of the quarter deck, where, of course, it 
redounds to bis discredit if everything be not abso- 
lutely spick and span. Again, the mess expenses of 
officers are unduly and unnecessarily heavy, and it is 
not easy to see how cither loyal penury or honorable 
silence is involved in the forced provision by cffisers 
from their pay of salaried musicians and band in- 
struments which are mainly employed in delectat- 
ing 10habitants of ports where the vessels may 
anchor.” 








Tue American locomotive bas become an inter- 
national question ia New South Wales, The intro- 
duction of locomotives from the Baldwin Worker, 
Poiladelphia, upon tbe railroads of the enterprising 
colony bas eaciied much hoatile criticism there, and 
muvh lively discussion in the Eagiish professional 
papers as to the relative value of the Eaglish and 
American locomotives. lo a letter to the Enginecr, 
Mr. W. H. Cooper tells of bis experience witb 
American locomotives on a Brazilian railway and 
suys: “As to the Baldwin engines, they bad only 
ope fault and that was the centre line of boilers 
was too high. Notwithstanding this, they were the 
type most suited to the road, and perfectly safe io 
the hands of a competent driver. Everythins 
about them wore remarkably well, and did, | feel 
eafe in saying, more work duripg the construction 
of the road, (tao all the Eugiish engines combiaed 
—omittivog the iauk enpgint—and cost much less 
tbau avy of the nive Haglish evgines. Io fact, it | 
—as locomotive supe:tatendent—was at any time 
required to go out with aspecis! train, 1 took care 
to jet it be a Baldwin, in case | wished to drive my- 
self, woich Loitten did. The American type of loco- 
mouve is so mucb easier to baudie, 0.1, and ride 
upon, for a driver. This was my tirst experience 
with American locomotiver, and one | can Level 
forget. Our Eoglish enginea are good engiucs, but 
they require graud roads.” 








ALTHOUGE it is often asserted in a general way 
that an iron, or steel, ship is more profitable to iis 
owners thao a wooden sbip of the same dimensions, 
it is only recently that the difference bas been for- 
mulated with mathematical accuracy. I. bas been 
found, however, by the average of a large numb-r 
of caser, in wood and iron, that the iron ship weighs 
when built, 27 per cent. less than tbe wooden one. 
itis known, by actual measurements made by in- 
rurapce com papier, that the weight of the wooden 
hull is about one-tLi:d of the displacement, and that 
tbe weight of the cargo iv about three ifthe, ano 
the rate of bull to cargo iv, therefore, about 5 io 9 
With these figuics it is eary to see thar toe irep bull 
will bave tae advantage in carrying capacity of 
five-nintbs of twenty-seven, or fifteen per cent. 
ibat is to say, an iron sbip will carry 115 tons for 
every 100 tons carried by a wooden ship, the two 
ships bing of identical outside diweusions and 
both loaded to the same draught of water.

RECENT DEATHS. 


LIEUTENANT COLONEL Jesse ALVIN PENN HAmMP- 
SON, 12th U. S. Inf., who died at Chicago, Oct. 14 
was born in Pennsylvania. Living in lowa when 
the War broke out, he served for a few months as a 
Private of Iowa Cavalry, and in February, 1862, he 
was appointed 21 Lieutenant of the 10th U. 8. Inf. 
His services during the War were of a high order. 
He received the brevets of lst Lieutenant, Captain 
and Major,for gallantry at Chancellorsville and 
Gettysburg. 1n 1865 he was promoted to Captain, 
in 1888 to Major, and Lieutenant Colonel in 1892. He 
was in hie 55th year, and at the timeof his death 
was on leave from Sully. Colonel Hampson hada 
large circle of friends, and his death will be sin- 
cerely regretted. 


Mrs. LAWRENCE, wife of Rev. C. E. Lawrence, and 
sister of Pay Inspector Arthur Burtis, U. 8S. Navy, 
died at Quogue, L. I., Oct. 9. 


Dr. SAMUEL L. BARR, & son of the late Captain 
Samuel L. Barr, U. 8. A., died October 10 at Wash- 
ngton, D. C., in his fifty-third year. 


CAPTAIN ORLANDO H. Ross, a cousin of the late 
Gen. U.S. Grant. U.S. A., anda member of his 
staff Series the War. died October 13, at Washing- 
ton, D.C. 


Virainivus FREEMAN, who died at Norfolk, Va., 
Oct. 14, was appointed third assistant engineer, U.S. 
Navy, in 1851, and attained the grade of first assist- 
ant epgiveer in 1857. In 1861 he joined the Confed- 
erate Navy and beld several important positions. 


Major THEODORE Lewis, who died recently and 
was buried Oct. 13 at Sr. Louis, was a captain of 
Louisiana volunteers during the Mexican war, was 
appointed a military storekeeper of ordnance in 1842 
and resigned in February, 1861, to join the Confed- 
erate service. 


GuNNER THoMAS STEWART, U.S. N., retired, who 
died at Washington, D.C., Sept. 14, received his 
warrant as such in 1861, and previous to that had 
served inthe Navy asan enlisted man for over 
eleven years. His death was the result of disability 
incurred in service. 

GrorGE A. Harmovunt, formerly lieut.-colonel of 
the 97th U.S. Engineers(a colored regiment), died 
in New Haven, Conn., Oct. 17. Col. Harmount served 
with distinction in Gen. Banks’s Red River expedi- 
tion. At one time he wasa member of Maj.-Gen. 
Godfrey Weitzel’s staff. 


Last week we briefly referred to the death near 
Fort Apache Sept. 29, of Miss Mary A. Ferse, eldest 
daughter of Capt. A. G. Forse, lst U.S. Cav. The 
facts seem to be aboutas follows: Col. McLellan 
invited Mrs. Forse and daughter to accompany him 
and family to a neighboring town in the ambulance. 
Going down agrade the pole of the ambulance 
broke, causing the mules to become unmanageable. 
Miss Forse was thrown from the vehicle and in- 
etantly killed. Col. McLellan was ee injured 
im the fall and kicked by oneof the mules. Mrs. 
Forse was also badly injured. None of the occu- 

ants escaped injury and those who were not thrown 

rom the ambulance jumped out. 


Tue engineering world has learned with unfeigned 
regret of the death of Dr. Alexander Carnegie 
Kirk, the widely esteemed senior partner of the 
well-known firm of Robert Napier and Sons,Govan, 
Sootiand. Death came unexpectedly, and occurred 
in Glasgow, Oct. 5, at bis private residence, 19 Athole 
Gardens. Dr. Kirk was the first engineer to advo- 
oate and carry into practice the now well-known 
triple expansion engine, and as far back as 1874 he 
designed, built, and fitted on board a vessel called 
the Propontio, enginés involving the principle of 
triple expansion, and abnormally high pressure of 
steam. He was LL. D. of Glasgow University, 
and F.R.S. E. He was also vice president of the 
Institution of Naval Architects. ln the death of 
Dr. Kirk the world of engineering bas met with a 
loss difficult to estimate, and a long time must elapse 
betore a wortby successor will be found. 


ConCERNING Arthur Morrie, late captain, 4th US. 
Artillery, retired, who died at bis residence in New 
York City, at 10.30 P. M., Sept. 26, one who kuew 
him well writes us as toilows: “I'he record of 
Capt. Morris’ military services haa beeo chronicled 
in the public printe; and they were conspicuous.

He tully appreciated the high position 
be occupied in life by inheritance, and yet was sim-

bie fraught with untold suffering, he bore his 
urden with manly fortitude, and though never 
making any religious professions, claimed among 
bis intimates a number of the distinguished clergy. 
and altogether lived a life that was honorable and 
without guile. Truth with him was axiomatic; 
and ruggedijvirtue an unvarying rule. Years of 
suffering and a consciousness of the hopelessness of 
ultimate recovery had prepared his mind for the 
end, and with no hesitation, no vain misgivings, no 
regrets, be has been usoered into the fathomless 
unknown world, prepared by honesty of purpose to 
meet the reward of gentleman and soldier.” R. 


CAPTAIN C. A. Curtis, U. 8. A., writes us respect- 
ing Capt. Samuel L. Barr, late of the 5th Infantry, 
who died in Washington, D.C., Monday evening, 
Oct. 10. Capt. Barr was appointed 24 lieutenant in 
the 5th Infantry from Newcastle, Del.. Oct. 24, 1861; 
promoted Ist heutenant April 30, 1863; promoted 
captain Oct. 31, 1866; unassigned, May 19, 186); hon- 
orably mustered out Jan. 1, 1871. He was an excel- 
lent officer and popular in his regiment. When the 
great reduction of the Armv came abvut, dropping 
from 50,000 to 30.000, Capt. Barr was the junior of 
bis grade in the Fifth and was consequently placed 
upon the unassigned list and ultimately mustered 
out. He at once went to a medival college and grad- 
uated M.D. In the spring, summer and fall of 1884 
he was in the employ of the Canada Pacific Railway 
as attending physician and surgeon to the com- 
pany’s employees. Uponthecompletion of bis con- 
tract he purchased a drugstore at Cavour, 8. D., 
where he practiced bis profession. A short time be- 
fore he was mustered out of the Army he married a 
sister of Capt. H. B. Bristol, of the 5th Infantry, 
who survives him. Capt. Barr visited Washington 
with the G. A. R. at the recent reunion and parade. 
being the guest of his cousin, Mrs. Nicholson, at 104 
C street. He died there suddenly on the date before 
mentioned. The funeral took place Thursday, Oct. 
13, under the charge of tae Department of the Po- 
tomac, G. A. R., the interment being at Arlington. 
Capt. Barr was 53 years of age- There was one cir- 
cumstance connected with Capt. Barr’s military life 
which rested as acloud upon his name for some 
years. When acting as quartermrater at Fort Sum- 
ner, N.M, an inspection found him several hundred 
dollars deficient. The commanding general allowed 
him to make up the amount and his fellow-officers 
coutributed out of their means to assist a popular 
officer. Long after Capt. Barr began his practice as 
a physician he was notified from Washington that 
a re-examination of his papers showed that he was 
a creditor to the Government for the exact amount 
he had been reported deficient.

The issue of the fifth volume completes the publi- 
cation by Messrs. G. P. Putnam’s Sons of Mrs. An- 
gus Hall’s translation of the ‘‘Memoirs of the 
Prince de Talleyrand.” Since its publication be- 
gan, the author of the introduction to the Ameri- 
can edition,the Hon. Whitelaw Reid,has been nomin- 
ated for the Vice-Presidency of the United States 
and is now occupied in the effort to place himself in 
a position to follow Talleyrand in the path of 
statesmanship. This concluding volume is accom- 
panied with a preface by its editor, Talleyrand’s 
son, the Duke de Broglie. This is a very complete 
defence against the charges of presenting a garbled 
text and furnishes the most positive assurances 
that Talleyrand’s printed memoirs are an exact 
transcript of the manuscript left by him to his ex- 
ecutors for future publication. He shows the error 
of those who are disappointed because they ex- 
pected to find “ piquante revelations, satirical por- 
traits, malicious anecdotes in memiors intended,” 
not to reveal unknown facts, but to * prepare mat- 
ter for a case to bs examined by history,” and to 
enlighten the judgment which it is called on to pro- 
nounce. The conclusion is, therefore. beyond ques- 
tion: the Memoirs of Talleyrand can take a high 
place in that rich collection of bistorical souvenirs, 
which is one of the greatest ornaments of our liter- 
ature, and they can be perused with as much con- 
fidence as the “ Memoirs of Richelieu,” which no 
one now contests, although no manuscript is ex- 
tant, or three-fourths of the “ Letters of Madame 
de Sévigny, of which no one possesses the original.” 
The present volume is devoted to the Revolution of 
1830, followed by a memoir on M. le Duc de Choiseul, 
written by Talleyrand in 1811-16. 








CASES BEFORE THE SUPREME COURT. 


THE U.S. Supreme Court began its Octobar term 
on the 10th inst. There are two cases of some inter- 
est to the Services coming up during the present 
term. One of these is thau of Capt. Bird L. Fletcher, 
who claims that be was illegally dismissed from the 
Army and claims back pay since 1872. The Court of 
Claims, from which tribunal it was appealed, con- 
ceded one of the — made by the claimant, viz.: 
that the approval of the proceedings, findings and 
sentence by the Secretary cf War without anything 
to show that they had been submitted to the Presi- 
dent, was nota ey approval and that the claim- 
ant was entitled to back pay from the time of that 
illegal approval until the record was made com- 

lete by the formal approval of President Cleve- 

and in 1885. The other contention that indebted- 

ness does not constitute conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman and that Capt. Fletcher was 
therefore tried and dismissed on a charge over 
which a Court-martial had no jurisdiction, was 
overruled by the Court of Claims. It is apes this 
latter question that the Supreme Court will now be 
called upon to make a decision, which will be 
awaited with interest, as it will definitely establish 
just what form of indebtedness constitutes conduct 
unbecoming an officer and a gentleman. The case 
of Capt. Fletcher is to be submitted on briefs with- 
ina few weeks and a decision may be looked for 
soon afterwards. 

The other vase coming up during the present term 
is of considerable interest to discharged enlisted 
men of the Regular Army and Marine Corps. It is 
the case of Robert Thornton, late an enlisted man 
in the Marine Corps, and involves the right of sol- 
diers and marines to transportation and subsistence 
from place of discharge to point of enlistment in 
cases where discharges are at their own request be- 
fore expiration of term of enlistment. An opinion 
favorable to the claimant was rendered by the 
Court of Claims and the case was appealed to the 
Supreme Court by the accounting officers of the 
Treasury.

Tue Enoglish are forced to admit that in cavalry 
mapcuvres they are markedly inferior to the Ger- 
mans, Austrians and French, but console themselves 
with the belief that they are superior in individual 
officers, men and horses. 

Dr. Bonovia asserts that the lilies which form the 
coat of arms of France were originally the emblem 
of royalty in Assyria. Tbe doctor also maintains 
that the fleur de lis are vot really flowers, but ani- 
mals’ horns, which the Assyrians used to fix on trees 
in order to ward off the evil spirits, and similar to 
those borns which Neapolitans carry in order to 
ward off the Evil Eye. 

Tue whole of one mail sent to the British Mediter- 
ranean Squadron has been stolen, postal orders to 
the amount of several hundred pounds abstracted 
and the letters destroyed. The Foreign Office au- 
thorities are reported to be on the track of the 
thief, and Lord Rosebery has made representations 
tothe Turkish Government, by which it is hoped 
that the bulk of the money. the orders for which 
were cashed at the British Post Office, Constanti- 
nople, by a local banking firm, may be recovered. 

Tue court-martial that tried Pvt. Marshall, a 
member of Squadron C of the First Life Guards Re- 
giment, for posting in the canteen an article pub- 
lished in the Star on the recent mutiny of the squad- 
ron at Windsor, has sentenced him to eighteen 
months’ imprisonment and to be dismissed from the 
regiment. Marshall acknowledged that he had 
posted the article in the canteen and that he had 
written above it the words: “ Comrades, stick to- 
getber;” but he pleaded in extenuation of his 
offence that it was committed without premedita- 
tion. His plea availed him nothing. 

THERE is some grumbling in the British Navy at 
the attempt to bleed the officers for a present to the 
daughter of the Duke of Edinburgh, who is about 
to be married. The Admiralty Gazette says: ** The 
Navy knows little or notbing of Princess Marie, 
who, though an English princess, is by training and 
prepossessions, a foreigner, and is about to marry a 
foreigner. The object of making such a present is 
undoubtedly to curry favor with the Duke of Edin- 
burgh on the part of a certain clique of officers. 
That commissioned and warrant officers should be 
‘invited ’ to subscribe thereto is really too bad. If 
Flag-Captain Brooke and one or two others desire 
to give Princess Marie a weding gift, by all means 
let them do so by putting their handsin their own 

ockets, but it is positive impertinence for them to 

invite’ other naval officers, who know nothing 
and care nothing about the Princess, to contribute.” 








ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The recent successful casting of steel ingots at the 
Cussipore Factory is an event of cvnsiderable im- 
portance in the economic history of India. 





In another successful test of armorat the naval 
proving ground against a plate from a 400-ton lot of 
14-in. diagonal armor for the battle ship Massa- 
chusetts the Carpenter projectile made at Readiog, 
Pa., proved a better missile than the imported 
Holtzer shell. 


One of a group of 14-in. diagonal armor plates, ag- 
gregating 400 tons in weight, for the battleship Mas- 
saechusetts successfully passed the ballistic test at 
the Indian Head Proving Ground on Suturday last. 
The plate, which is of nickel steel made by the Beth- 
lehem [ron Works, not only complied with ali the 
contract requirements but came withina few points 
of the premium mark. 

Mr. Maxim’s experiments thus far with air ships 
are reported to have shown him that, first, a good 
aeroplane can be made of very thin stoel tubes, steel 
wire, and balloon material, with a screw propeller 
of American white pine and linen cloth ; secondly, 
an aeroplane can lift fourteen times the push it re- 
eeives from the screw; thirdly, a motor can he 
made that will develop the power of one horse with 
the weight of a common barnyard fowl. 





During the Chilian war the expenditure of am- 
munition with the Mannlicher wasso great that at 
Concon the troops armed with it, going into action 
with some 150 to 200 rounds a man, were reduced to 
only ten per rifle at the close of the fight, and owing 
to the difliculty encountered in bringing up 8 fresh 
supply they were for twelve hours practically dis- 
armed, and the victory could not be followed up. 
A reliable eye-witness counted 300 Manunlicher rifles 
at Concor and Placilla with the bolts blown out. 





The use of cellulose for a water-resisting belt is 
said to have resulted froma discovery made by a 
French man-of-war while at target practice. It was 
found impossible to locate the hits and investiga- 
tion showed that the shore which had been fired at 
was covered with the refuse vegetable matter from 
a factory using cocoanut fibre where it had been ac- 
cumulating for several years. The waves had massed 
fibre and dust intoa hillock and formed the sub- 
stance which attracted the attention already de- 
scribed here. .

A German inventor residing in Hamburg, Herr 
H. M. Holdorf, who submitted to the Fortification 
Board diawings of a device for increasing the ex- 
plosive force of sbelir, with a proposition to sell the 
same to the United States for $500,000, is greatly ex- 
ercised because the board has decided that the 
papers belonged to its confidential files and cannot 

eremoved. The inventor, however, has been in- 
formed that copies of his drawings will be furnished 
if he desires them. 

Messre. Jones and Dyer, representing the Brooks 
Arms and Tool Co., Portland. Me., has submitted to 
Gen. Flagler, Chief of Ordnance,a model maga- 
zine rifle which. it is asserted, combines more use- 
ful points than any other military rifle. The strong 
points of the weapon are its symmetry, simplicity, 
ravidity of tireand strength. It has the two fea- 
tures tbat were insisted upon by the Magazine Rifle 
Board—a perfectly poised barrel at all times and a 
simple and instantaneous device by which the wea- 
pon may be used asarepeateror asasingle shot 
rifle. There are only fifteen pieces in the gun, and 
it carries twenty cartridges in the magazine. Gen. 
Flagler has authorized that the gun be thoroughly 
tested at the Springfield Armory. 





The Journal of the Franklin Institute for October 
contains the report of the Committee on Science and 
the Arts on the Fiske Electrical Range Finder, 
made to the Institute May 1. They first speak of the 
importance of the problem of determining the dis- 
tance of an enemy’s ships, and then proceed to show 
how successfully Lieut. Fiske bas solved it. The 
successful tests of the instrument during the past 
two years on vessels of the United States, French, 
Italian and Ruesian Navies are referred to. These 
trials show less than 3 per cent. of error at ranges 
less than five hundred yards, and these are due 
more to inaccurate observations than to the electri- 
cal apparatus. The Committee say; “It is not alone, 
however, in marine warfare that the instrument may 
be used to advantage; it has even greater capabilities 
when used in fortifications commanding harbors 
and adjacent waters. * * in view of the ingen- 
uity displayed in the invention and the great ad- 
vance it makes in securing a more effective service 
of heavy ordnance, your Committee feel justified in 
recommending the award of the Elliott Cresson 
Gold Medal to the inventor.” 





Considerable business was transacted by the Ord- 
nance and Fortification Board at the session closed 
Oct. 7. The result of recent experiments with high 
explosives and plans fur continuing experiments 
were discussed and conclusions reached of an im- 
portant nature, which are not yet ripe for publica- 
tion. Another important question discussed was 
the acceptance of the pneumatic gun carriage, 
which has recently undergone such severe tests at 
the Sandy Hook Proving Grounds. The Board re- 
ported to the Secretary of War that the carriage 
had successfully passed the tests required by the 
contract and recommended it be accepted and paid 
for and the Secretary has approved the recommen- 
dation. The proposition of the Pneumatic Gun Car- 
riage Company to build and speedily deliver a large 
number of 12, 10 and 8 inch carriages has m sus- 
pended by the Board until the counterpoise- 
hydraulic carriages designed by officers of the Ord- 
nance Bureau are tested. They are now being built 
aud are known as the Gordon and Buffington 
Cruzier designs. Allotments of $225,000 for 12 inch 
mortar carriages and $12,000 for steel shell and 
shrapnel for field guns were made; also a small 
amount to defray cost of fitting , &—— ~ for 
test of Brown segmental wire gun. presentacives 
of the Sims-Edison torpedo appeared before the 
board and urged payment for one of the torpedoes 
recently built and orders for additional ones. The 
payment was authorized but the board declined to 
order any more torpedoes until the result of the one 
now being tested at Willete Point are known. 
Among the new inventors heard were Mr. Geo. W. 
Robertson, whosubmitted drawings and description 
of new machine gun, which was favorably com- 
mented upon. The inventor was requested to sub- 
mit model to ordnance office for test. 








In the Marine Francaise Admiral Reveillere de- 
claies that a revolution in naval affaira is approach- 
ing not less important than that caused by the in- 
trodaction of armored ships. The gun will cease its 
contest with the armor plate in the sense of seeking 
to penetrate by its shock, and will henceforth scat- 
ter destruction by launching explosive shelle of 
large capacity, at comparatively low velocities. A 
shell. containing 100 kilogrammes of panclastite 
would infallibly destroy whatever it fell upon. The 
gun for this service would be a mortar, such as is 
used for military purposes; and,.in the admiral's 
view, a mortar of 22 cm. (8.6'n.) would replace a gun 
of 14.om.

THE STATE TROOPS. 
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THE INDIANA ENCAMPMENT. 


ist Lizct. ABNER PickerinG, 2d Inf.,in his report 
on the inspection of the Indiana troops says: At 
the request of the Governor of the State I took 
charge of the preparation of the target range and 
supervised the practice on the range during camp. 
This necessarily took me away from camp a good 
deal of the time and curtailed my opportunities for 
observation. The target range, prepared under 
my direction, wasin astubble (wheat) field, about 
one mile from camp. I[t was practicable upto 500 

yards, but it was somewhat unsatisfactory on ac- 
count of the firing direction being to the south- 
west and the ground sloping toward the targets. 
Separate pits were dug and eight Laidly revolving 
targets (6x6 horizontal axis) were put up. The 
labor was done by hired labor, and it required over 
three days—until the second day ofcamp. Be- 
cause of short time and limited range, and inter- 
ference by the weather, practice was not had at 
longer range than 300 yards. The practice was in 
conformity with the rules and regulations laid 
down in Blunt’s Firing Regulations, with the modi- 
fications contained in circular hereto appended, 
marked “A.” The practice was only fairly satis- 
factory, the men manifesting unfamiliarity with 
their pieces, and almost total lack of knowledge of 
marking at the target and scoring at the firing 
point. This was the cause of much delay and loss 
of time too. The men were carelessin handling 
their pieces, too, although there was but one pre- 
a a discharge of a piece that came to my know- 
edge. 

The personnel of the State troops is excellent for 
good soldiers, and the practical ideas of soldiering 
are apparently well appreciated. The rank and file 
contain much of the best blood of the State, and 
should occasion require, I have no doubt they 
would do excellent work. As a general thing the 
organizations are well officered. [ know officers 
there who would be an honor toany body of troops, 
I bave been associated with them for four consecu- 
tive years in camp in one capacity or another, and 
have come to know them pretty well. The idea 
now pervading the entire force is to master the 
practical partof the profession, the matter of 
show having no place in their minds. Tne Adju- 
tant-General of the State, who is de facto the 
Commander of the forces, is a mun ot practical 
ideas and has a grasp of military principles second 
to no one with whom I have been associated, He 
bad much experience as a volunteer officer during 
tbe Rebellion, and being a very systematic business 
man, he conducts the business of the department 
very intelligently. The Military Department of the 
State is hampered very much for want of financial 
support. The organization is limited to 48 com- 
panies of 50 each, exciusive of non-commissioned 
and commissioned officers, and the organized force 
18 probably 2,000. Many of the inefficient com- 
panies have lately been mustered out. There are 
at present four regiments of infantry and three 
companies of artillery. The infantry regiments 
vary from eight to twelve companies in strength. 
There is no cavairy. The Indianapolis Light Artil- 
lery, Capt. Curtis, bas an almost unbroken record 
of prizes won in competitive drills for many years. 

he infantry exercises during camp were all con- 
ducted as per the new Drill Regulations U. 8. A., 
and the troops showed commendable familiarity 
with them. 

The Medical Corps, I consider very efficient as far 
as facilities allowed. There is no organized Hos- 

ital or Ambulance Corps.. Although there was a 
arge percentage of sickness—40 per cent.—it was 
due almostly entirely to extremely hot weather. 
and poor water. There were sixteen oases of heat 
exbaustion—sunstroke—some of them being very 
severe. 

The Signal Corps at present comprises only offi- 
cers—one Colonel, one Major, one Captain and two 
Lieutenants. Details are made during camp of men 
irom each regiment who report for instruction 
daily. I believea permanent enlisted force, prop- 
erly distributed and instructed during the year 
would greatly increase the efficiency of this branch 
of the service. There should be also complete equip- 
ments of a heliograph and several kits complete 
with tiage, torches, glasses, etc. 

Tue troops are pretty fairly equipped te take the 
field, except that the addition of the meat ration 
can would givethem an almost indispensable arti- 
cle. Leggings should also be given them for field 
service. These additions and overcoats to be issued 
when occasion required, would put these troops in 
acondition to take the field for 60 days on very 
short notice. The pe.centage which could be relied 
upon for service outside of the State 1 have no 
means of knowing, but 1 would say that there is no 
reason why 90 per cent. should not be counted upon. 

The railroad system of the State is so complete 
that mobilization would be an easy matter. The A. 
G. informs me that the State forces could be con- 
centrated at any cental point in nine hours. 

The greatestjneed of troops of this State isa - 
manent camp, A permanent rifie range should, of 
course, be partof it. Then the length oftime in 
camp should be increased to ten days, at least. The 
sreees only fairly got started in the seven now al; 
lowed.
